Even Jules Verne, with all his 
imagination, could not conceive that 
the day would come when man wouid 
travel around the world In less than 
four days. 

Piloted by multi-milllonaire Howard 
Hughes, the giant Lockheed mono- 


= ‘plane “New York World Fair, 1939," 
{ completed its circult of the roof of 


the world when it passed over the 
centre of Floyd Bennett Airport at 
2.34 p.m., Eastern Summer Time. 

Three days, nincteen hours and 
fourteen minutes earlier, the Lock- 
heed plane had taken off from the 
same eld at the commencement of 
what has now become the world's 
most remarkable filght, 

The complete circult covered 14,696 
miles, at an average speed of 206.71 
m.p.h, Even Including the time 
Howard Hughes and his four com- 
panions spent in Paris, Moscow, Omsk 
and Fairbanks. where’ they refueled, 
the average flying-specd was 161.02 

mph. a remarkable achievement, 

The “New York World Fair, 1939” 
departed from Minneapolis on: the 
Jnst Jeg of -its flight at 8.11 a.m. 
Centrat Summer Time, and ‘roared 
towards Floyd Bennett Airport with 
i 40 m.p.h. tafl-wind, which caused it 
at times to hit the highest speed of 
the entire trip.

- Ottawa, July 14. 
The British Government may «place $200,000,000 
(Canadian currency)‘ worth of orders for warplanes 
and other war equipment in Canada as a result of the 
recent visit of a British air mission, it is forecast here.

The New York Commissioner of 
Police, Grover Whalen, and Mayor 
La Guardia were the first to enter 
the plane, The airmen’s wives hud 
a despernte Ume trying to force thelr 
way through the crowd, which had 
gone completely berserk. 

Police were forced to use their 
truncheons on the crowd which 
surged forward across the rails on to 
the field. 

Hughes was the last to leave the 
machine. 

Mayor La Guardia, congratuleting 
the fliers, described them as “the 
finest crew who cver tool 4 ship 
around the world.”

JEWISH POSITION 
"(IN PALESTINE) 


No fireworks are expected at 
the session of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations for the sim- 
ple reason that the British 
Government is not yet in a posi- 
tion to present more detailed 
proposals regarding the future 
of Palestine. 
tion by the colonial experts of 
the reports on the administra- 
tion of the mandated territories 
is a task of the utmost impor- 
tance. With Palestine on the 
verge of great changes, the re- 
port received from the Jewish 
Agency will be studied with the 
closest attention. 


The Jewish Agency, quite na- 
turally, Jooks at the situation 
through exclusively Jewish spec- 
tacles. At the same time it 
concentrates upon presenting 
the Jewish case in preference to 
adopting a hostile attitude to 
wards the Arabs. Its main pre- 
occupation at the moment is’ the 
question of Jewish immigration. 
In view of the serious distur- 
bances which have reacted upon 
the economic depression, the 


British authorities have been |. 


imposing restrictions to limit 
the influx of newcomers. This 
policy is severely criticised by 
the Jewish Agency. Only ten 
thousand Jews, it is pointed out, 
were admitted to Palestine last 
year, the smallest number since 
1932 and, only one-sixth of the 
total for 1936. : 


Since Herr Hitler came into 
power 22 per cent. of the settlers 
in Palestine have been . Jows 
from Germany, -They number 
38,000. The total Jewish popu- 
lation of Palestine is estimated 
at . 416,000... Two-thirds are 
concentrated in the towns of 
Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem .and Haifa. 
Land in other parts of Palestine 
is still being acquired, more than 
half of it from. absentee land- 
lords, and sixteen néw agricul- 
tural settlements were started 
last year. 


In many of the big industrial 
firms, it is pointed out, Jewish 
and Arab employees work. ta- 
gether on excallent terms.

OME TIME SHORTLY PLANS ARE LIKELY 
TO BE ANNOUNCED FOR THE FORMA- 
TION OF THE GREAT WOMEN’S ARMY WHICH 
1S BEING ORGANISED AS PART OF BRITAIN’S 
WAR EMERGENCY PREPARATIONS. 


It is to be in two sections, backed and or- 
ganised by two Government Departments. One 
section, for service under the War Office, will be 
in effect a women’s Territorial Army, which will 
take the place of the non-combatant section of the 
‘present Territorial Army. 

The women Territorials will be trained in peace time 
just as the present Territorials are trained. In time of 
war they will provide a trained woman to take the place 
of every non-combatant man in the Territorial Army, 
thus releasing him for fighting duty. 

This would mean that if another war should break 
out men would do the fighting and women the work that 
keeps an army. in the field. 

Those called by the War Office to do the preliminary 
organising are women who all played a prominent part 
in women’s activities during the last war. They are:— 

LADY PERROTT and DAME BERYL OLIVER, of the 

"VAD. 

LADY LONDONDERRY, representing: 
transport section of the Women’s Legion. 

LADY HAILSHAM and MISS BAXTER ELLIS, of the 

Women’s Transport Service. : 
MISS NIVEN GERDS, of the 
British Legion. 
DAME HELEN GWYNNE-VAUGHAN, of the Women’s 
Emergency Service. 

These women were called to a War Office meeting: to 
arrange the unification of all the bodies for which they 
are responsible in preparation for a recruiting drive to 
bring in the other women of the nation. 

It was intended to put recruits straight into a new 
general uniform—which will probably be blue—but one 
organisation has rather complicated matters by en- 
rolling large numbers of new recruits and issuing its 
own uniform to them.

Berlin, July 14. 

The decision taken by Jupan to 
renounce organising the Olympic 
Games at Toltyo In 1040 hns caused 
no surprise to memberr of the 
Internatlonal Olympic Committce, 
declared Dr. Diem, who was secret- 
firy of the Committee which pre- 
pared the Olympiad in Berlin in 
1930. 

Dr, Diem added that at the mectiny

That the possibility of Japan being 
unable to furnish such guarantee had 
been envisaged by the International 
Olympic Committee was, sald Dr. 
Diem, proved by the {nct that the 
Committce decided that in this case 
Helsingfors would bo substituted for 
Tokyo. 

The reason for the selection of 

. Helsingfors was that Finnish athletes 
were among the best competitors at 
the 1936 Olympiad. 

Japan's decision regarding the 
Olymple Games necessarily entailed 
abandonment of the Winter Olympiad 
at 'Sapporo,- which ‘vould probably, 
according Dr. Diem, be held al 
Holmenkol, in the neighbourhood of 
Oslo, in. 1940, a mene : 

Dr. Dien recalied that: a similar 
altuntion arose in 1908 when Italy 
deristed from her right to organise 
the Olympic Games, which were 
consequently transferred to London.

Ing the Olymple Games jn‘ 1040 at, 
Tokyo.—United Press, 7 : 
: Olyropics Veto 
Tokyo, July 14. 

The Department of Public Welfnre 
has vetoed the Olympics. Although 
the gumes have not been: formally 
cancelled, Dome! Interprets the decl- 
sion as tantumount to abandonment. 
The Welfare Miniscr, Mr. Kido, in 
making the gnnouncement, sald the 
decision will be presented’ to the 
Cabinet on Friday. Well-lnformed 
elreles’ predict that the Cubinct will 
uphold: the Department's stand. 

Mr. Michimazh Soyeshima, a mem-~ 
ber of the Internationa) Olympics 
Committee, snid that the Depart- 
ment’s action was tantamount to 
cancellation. “I regret the actlon 
but apparently it was inevitable - 
he snid. “I hope that they can hold 
the Tokyo Games in 1948.” 

A factor ir connection with the 
vetoe is the Department’s unwilling- 
ness to spare materials and money 
for the Olympics preparation. Ear- 
lier the Minister of Commerce an- 
nounced postponement of the 1940 
International Exposition. He said 
they would not be able to re- 
scheduled the Exposition untill the 
Chinn hostilities terminated.—United 
Press. 

The Ministry of Welfare controls 
all sports in, Japan, says Reuter. 
The snnouncement js very  disnp- 
pointing, but it Is approved by the 
public ns an unavoldable = wartime 
measure, 

The fact that the Games and the 
Tokyo Exhibition have been cnn- 
celled shows that the Japanese ex- 
pect the hostillties in China to con- 
tinue at least well into 1939.

JEWISH POSITION 
(IN PALESTINE) 


No fireworks are expected at 
the session of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the 
League of Nations for the sim- 
ple reason that the British 
Government is not yet in a posi- 
tion to present more detailed 
proposals regarding the future 
of Palestine. Yct the examina- 
tion by the colonial experts of 
the reports on the administra- 
tion of the mandated territories 
is a task of the utmost impor- 
tance. With Palestine on the 
verge of great changes, the re- 
port received from the Jewish 
Agency will be studied with the 
cldsest attention. 


The Jewish Agency, quite na- 
turally, looks at the situation 
through exclusively Jewish spec- 
tacles. At the same time it 
concentrates upon presenting 
the Jewish case in preference to 
adopting a hostile attitude to- 
wards the Arabs. Its main pre- 
occupation at the moment is the 
question of Jewish immigration, 
In view of the serious distur- 
bances which have reacted upon 
the economic depression, the 
British authorities have been 
imposing restrictions to limit 
the influx of newcomers. This 


‘| policy is severely criticised by 


the Jewish Agency. Only ten 
thousand Jews, it is pointed out, 
were admitted to Palestine: last 
year, the smallest number since 
1932 and only one-sixth of the 
total for 1935. 


Since Herr Hitler came into 
power 22 per cent. of the settlers 
in Palestine have been Jews 
from Germany: They number 
38,000, The total Jewish popu- 
lation of Palestine is estimated 
at 416,000. Two-thirds are 
concentrated in the towns of 
Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem and Haifa, 
Land in other parts of Palestine 
is still being acquired, more than 
half of it from absentee Jand- 
Jords, and sixteen new agricul- 
tural settlements wore started 
last year.

Howard Hughes Back 
In New York After 
_ Historic Flight 


New York, July 14. 

Even Jules Verne, with all hia 
imagination, could not conceive that 
the day would come when man wouid 
travel eround the world in Iess than 
four days. : 

Pltoted by multi-millionaire Howard 
Hughes, the. giant Lockheed mono- 
plane “New York World Fair, 1939," 
completed its clreuit of the roof of 
the world when it passed over the 
centro of Floyd Bennett Airport at 
2,34 p.m., Eastern Summer Time. 

Three days, nincteen hours and 
fourteen «minutes carller, the Lock- 
heed plane had taken off from the 
same Meld at the commencement of 
what has now become the world’s 
most remarkable filght. 

The complete circuit covered 14,096 
miles, nt an average speed of 206.71 
m.p.h. Even Including the time 
Howard Hughes and his four com- 
pantons spent in Paris, Moscow, Omsk 
ond ‘Fairbanks, where they refuclled, | 
the average flying speed was 161.02 | 
m.p.h., a remarkable achievement. 

The “New Yorle World Fair, 1939” 
departed from Minneapolis on the 
last Jeg of its fight at 8.11 a.m. 
Central Summer Time. and roared 
townrds Floyd Bennett Airport with 
a 40 m.p.h. tnil-wind, which caused it 
at times to hit the highest speed of 
the entire trip. 


CAME IN AT TOP SPEED 


Dark, forbidding clouds hung over 
New York as the airmen raced to their 
destination, and when they arrived 
the ceiling wus only 1,000 feet and 
rain was spattering the runway. The 
Lockheed streaked in with its 
throttles wide open at an altitude of 
about 800 feet, circled twice, and 
then Innded beautifully on the short 
runway. 

Escorted ncross the field by 24 
motor-cyele police, Hughes slowly : 
taxied across to the administration | 
building, where he was greeted by | 
the cheers of 30,000 spectators. 

The machine landed, as it had de-"' 
parted less than four days earlier, 
with Howard Hughes at the controls,

certainly only strong - teams like 
Yorkshire, Middlesex, Lancashire 
and Surrey could be placed above 
them. I consider the standard of 
English county cricket definitely low 
and think that if cricket were 
Played, say, only two or three days 
a week, instend of six, the standard 
would soon be definitely Improved. 
Many more capable players would 
be induced to play county cricket, 
and Englund’ nnd the game in 
general would benefit immensely. 

Although several very fine and 
very cupable new players have ap- 
peared, I um_ of the opinion, and 
some of my experienced friends in 
the Australian team back me in 
this, that Engllsh county cricket has 
definitely “slipped” and some new 
scheme will huve to be evolyed in 
the near future to raise the game 
in general on to the high footing it 
once commanded, 

These are my opinions of English 
cricket and cricketers.
